In Prime of Life. 


Mr. Tom Browne, the well-known 
artist in black and white, died in 
London recently, at the early age of 
thirty-eight, 

Mr. Browne will always be remem: 
bered as the creator of the twa 
tramps, Weary Willie and Tired Tim, 
and as the originator of the boom in 
Dutch pictures, 

le teacher

and women of everyday life. He was 
only eleven when he started out to 
work in Nottingham lace market, and 
it was about that time he sold his 
first picture, 

The drawing represented an old 
Nottingham public-house and its very

stout landlord, with a bibulous-look- | 


ing policeman saying, ‘‘Time, gentle. 
men, please.”’ The delighted proprie- 
tor gave the young artist five shillings 
for it, and hung it in his tap-room. 

When he wus seventeen the young 
artist turned his footsteps towards 
London, where hard work soon took 
him into a foremost place. 

Joyousness was the keynote of all 
Mr. Browne’s work, and, indeed, of 
his whole life. He had a fund of 
Merry anecdotes, and whether tha 

ints were against. himself or any- 

ly else, he loved to relate them. 

Mr. Browne once took a tour from 
Paris to Gibraitir on a bicycle. He 
was accompanied by a friend, but as 
neither of them spoke Spanish the 
Popular artist wes obliged to make 
use of his pencil on all occasions. 
Only once did he utterly fail. Want- 
ing to take some soup, he drew an 
elaborate large sketch of a soup 
tureen, The mistress of the hotel 
looked at it long and gravely, spread 
out her arms as if to convey the idea 
of size, and hurried away, leaving the 
two eaturtiers considerably puzzled. 
Presently she returned with beaming 
smiles, holding the sketch in one 
hand and the biggest pail in the vil- 
lage in the other. 

Once Mr. Browne was introduced to 
a city magnate, who said: ‘Glad to 
make your acquaintance, Mr. Tom 
Browne. You are a public benefac- 
tor, sir. Many a merry Christmas 
my family have had with your crack- 
ers.”’ Tom Browne regarded this as 
his best story. He never tired of tell- 
ing it. 

Mr, Browne once told an interview- 
er, “I remember in my early days an 
adventure we had with a negro as a 
model. I say ‘we,’ because there were 
several of us, and we had our studio 
in a room over a stable. We could 
not afford a servant.to attend to our 
wants, 50 we euch took it in turns to 
play ‘general,’ . 

“One day we met a negro, and al- 
most fought with each other for the 
possession of the prize, for here was 
a model indeed. He earned his living 
as a public performer inside public. 
houses—that is to say he was a glasa- 
chewer. When we told him we want- 
ed\to paint him Nis face was a study. 
Hef was first amazed, then frightened. 
and again we humored him by 
hinr-of-eurcesiré to paint him,

As a girl Miss Jane Barlow, the 
Trish poetess, bevan to send -her 
poems to periodicals, under the name 
of “Owen Belair.’

Make Flour From Alfalfa Grass 
i ceuemaeiatiaheniemeniemtieeemeemee ten anae ee 

Man apparently is returning to grasa diet, not only finding it palat- 
able, but fat producing as well, taking the place of meat and wheat 
flour bread, The new food is alfalfa and Omaha is the first sity in the 
country to put the provender upon the market. 

Until quite recently alfalfa was considered a food for animals. For 
years it has been fed to cattle and horses and used as pasturage for hogs. 
Now, however, it is serving another purpose, and the dry leaves are be 
ing ground into meal and flour, mixed with wheat flour and sold oh the 
market as a composition out of which bread and pastry is being made. 

In other words, the time has arrived when ifa man his a large 

field or a little patch of alfalfa in his back yard he can shoulder his 
scythe, go out cut down his grass, cure it in the sun, haul it away to the 
mill, and if he so desires there exchange it for flour made of alfalfa hay, 
bring it home and turn it over to hia wife or servant, who in turn will 
convert this alfalfa hay meal or flour into bread, biscuits, pancakes or 
pastry. ‘ : 
At the present time more than half of the families of Omaha are 
eating hay. This hay eating is not confined to the poor, but extends to 
those who are in comfortable circumstances, The wealthy as well asthe 
poor, the laboring man as well as the idlers are going on to a hay diet, 
and they all say they like it. 


Want to Keep-the Yankees at Home. 


The Yankees have become fully aware that Alberta is getting too 
many of their best farmers, and are now busy manufacturing schemes to 
keep them ‘at home, and the one outlined below will be much more 
effective than the knocking practised hy some of our southern contem- 
porarics;: 

“Deeply impressed by the fact that many hundreds of American 
farmers, imbued with pioneering proclivities, are passing over opportun 
ities for making homes in the West and flocking to the frontier ir:

It can he definitely stated that it is the intention of the department 
of agriculture to carry this policy to the extent of actuall¥ removing and. 
disposing of merchantable timber from tracts where the standing growtle 
are not necessary to conserve water supply, and turning said lands over 
to settlers for occupancy and improvement.

There is to be another effort made to move Provincial University 
from Strathcona to Calgary. Those who have undertaken the job will 
have their hands full for some months to come, and if they should suc- 
ceed will certainly have”some credit due them for pluck and persistency. 

The repairs being made to the big irrigation canal has prevented the 
water being turned on, so far, this spring. This cannot be helped, but 
it is interferting to note that some of our farmers would like to have the 
usc of it already, perl.aps more from an experimental point than actual 
necessity, although it is probable those men who thoroughly understand 
irrigation know the benefits to be derived even at this season. 

An agricultural school on wheels is an experiment to be started by 
the joint efforts of the passenger traffic department of the Central-East 
and West lines and the A. and M. College of Texas, the time for the 
first trip of the train having been fixed for early in August of this year. 
It is proposed to equip a train of eight to ten cars, carrying exhibits of 
agriculture, live etock, soils, horticulture, fertilizers, ete. ‘These exhibits 
will be collected by the of the various departments ot the college and 
will not be in the nature of exhibits of a car that is trying to 
get settlers, but will be to show actual farmers what can be done in this 
state in the matter of cultivation.

Collingwood's fame is great and last- 
ing, but in the imagination of his fel- 
low-cuuntrymen he remaing a some- 
what shadowy figure among the more | 
tangible heroes of his time, a man of 
splendid achievement and of undim- 
med reputation, but one who never, 
moves alone, or first, across the stage, 
Newbolt in The London 
(Graphic. This vas his destiny from 


the beginning; wherever he went in 
life he found a greater man ahead of |

him. 
There is something tad 
ous in the regularity with which he | 
was sent by fate to sail in Nelson’s 
wake. As a lieutenant he succeeded 
him first in the Lowestoffe and then in 
the Bristol; as a commander he fol- | 
lowed him in the Budger, and as a 
post-captain in the Hinchinbroog. He 
was with him under Hughes in the 
West Indies, and gave him invaluable 
backing through the troubles over the 
Navigation Laws; seconded him in his 
magnificent disobedience at St. Vin- 
cent; carried out his plan for the Tra.

Montreal Opened by Macdowell. 


The final drop of the curtain in the 
Academy of usic, Montreal, on 
March 18, not only closes the history 
of one of the most famous of Cana- 
dian pierces but recalls the mem- 
ory of the player who first acted with- 
in its walls and who was long a favor- 
ite in Canada.

REMEMBERS THE COMET. 


Toronto Woman Tells of Fear it Oc- | 
casioned In 1835-36. 


Ainong the most interesting reminis- | 
eences of the last appearance of Hal- | 
Jey’s comet recalled by its present ap- 
pearance is that of Mrs. Susana Reid 
of Toronto, who is well-known} 
throughout the Ottawa district and in 
Glengarry on account of he very 
large family connection, The okd lady 
has atill living eleven children, thirty- 
three grandchildren and thirteen. great- 
grandchildren. She was born in Lan- 
caster township, Glengarry, in May | 
1826. Her father was Lachlan Me- 
Bain, who came with his family from 
Inverness, Scotland, in 1802, and serv 
ed as a militiaman during the war of 
1812, and again during the rebellion 
of 1837 and 1838. Mrs. Reid was liv- 
ing with her parents on the Rideau 
Canal near Ottawa at the time of the 
appearance of Halley's comet in 1836 
and 1836. The phenomenon caused | 
great excitement, for the people were 
not so well educated then, and there 
were no newspapers to explain away 
their fears. ‘They could see that the 
comet was no usual aerial visitor, they 
noticed that it seemed to gradually 
approach the earth, and the timid 
feared it foreboded the end of the 
world. A great many people who had 
led bad and careless lives became 

‘ood, and attended church regularly. 
Daretive were wont to keep their chil- 
dren in subjection by the threat, ‘the 
comet will get you if you are not 
good.” At the first appearance of the 
comet the children and many nervous 
women were afruid to look out of the 
window, but with time much of the 
nervousness wore out. Still there was 
always something awe-inspiring about 
the celestial visitor, and general relief 
was felt when it disappeared. 

According to Mrs. Keid, the year 
1836, after the disappearance of the 
comet, was remarkable for the number | 
of meteors or falling stars. So plenti- | 
ful were these that people were afraid 
to go out at nights for fear of being | 
struck by them, but she never heard 
of such a mishap occurring. The 
country people used to call these me- 
teors “‘shiners,”’ a term also used to 
designate the English, Irish and 
Scotch workmen brought out from the 
Old SOUnHEY to work on the Rideau 
Canal,

A Great Canadian Chemist. 
The researches of Prof. Ernest | 
Rutherford continue to attract atten- 
tion abroad. Prof. Rutherford was 
formerly connected with McGill Uni- 
versity at Montreal, and as in the casa 
of several of that institution's best 
men, he was “stolen’’; that is to say | 
he received an offer from abroad that | 
Canada, with all its wealth, could not | 
meet, and therefore his services were \ 
lost to the country. He was one of 
the greatest living authorities on 
chemistry. His writings attract uni- 
versal attention among scientists. Re- 
cently he has been writing in “Na- 
ture,” the great British scientific pub- 
lication, on polonium, the radio-active 
substance, which in some quarters has 
been exploited as a new and wonder- 
ful discovery. He says that it is not | 
a new discovery, but has really been 
known longer than radium itself, of 
which it is merely a transformation | 
product. The reason why polonium is 
8o difficult to obtain, says Prof. Ruth- 
erford, is that it breaks up five thou- 
sand times faster than even radium. | 
For this reason its activity, weight for 
weight, should be five thousand times 
greater than that of radium. A point 
which he and other great chemists, 
including Madame Curie and Bolt- | 
wood have been trying to settle is, | 
whether polonium really changes into 
lead as appeurs probable. These 
very delicate problems are likely to be | 
solved in the -near future\by experi- 
ments at present in progress, 


What Canada Gets. 

Accotding to a despatch to the 
G.T.R. offices at Montreal, 33 cars of 
settlers’ effects arrived at Scott, Sask., 
the other day from points in the Unit- 
ed States, and a second train of 32 
cars the following day. 

They represent the effects of 610 | 
settlers, who have, in cash and per- 
sonal property, in their possession an 
average of $10,000 each. They are 
mon to settle in the Tramping Lake 

istrict, south of Scott, on the G.T.P. 
Railway.

Later he was one of the ear- 
liest to benefit by the foundation of 
the first University College in Wales, 
founded at Aberystwyth, where he 
exhibitioner and scholar, 
His educational course was completed 
at London University, 

Selecting for himself a legal career, 
he first qualified as a solicitor, and 
set up in practice at Neath, achieving 
very considerable success in that 
branch of the law. Also he began 
to make considernb!e fame locally as 
a phrticularly forcible speaker on 
political. questions on the Liberal 
side; so much so, that when the Right 
Hon. Christopher Talbot, ‘Father of 
the House of Commons” for: many 
years, died, leaving a vacancy in the 
representation of Mid-Glamorgan in 
February, 1890, Mr. Samuel Thomas 
Evans was elected without a contest 
as member for that constituency, 
which he has ever since sat for with 
acceptability. 

In the beginning he was a very 
ardent reformer indeed, but since the 
days when he and the present Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer delighted to 
bait the late Right Hon, W. E. Glad- 
stone in the committee rooms of the 
House of Commons, and to worry the 
soul of the amiable chairman of the 
Welsh Parliamentary party, Sir 
George Osburne Morgan, the thember 
for Mid-Glamorgan was ‘tmetlowed” 
yay considerably as a politician.
